This people (here concerned in the Text) were a 
Nation much addicted to outward and formall duties, 
and among others to this of Faſting the ſecond verſe 
before the Text, will deſcribe you this; And how pun- 
cual and ceremonious they were in it, the 5. verſe 
(which is part of the Text) does decypher: Ir ſeems, 
this formality ran down the whole current of that ge- 
neration: for when I look-almoſt home to rhe end of it
